1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose all the combination of the semiconductor device structure recited 
in the amended base claims, including the combination of a protection structure 
comprising: a heavily-doped wall divided into segments on the upper portion of the 
semiconductor substrate, wherein each of segments is connected to a ground plane via 
a flip-chip type connection (claims 1-10); or the combination of a protection structure 
comprising: a plurality of heavily doped segments formed in the semiconductor 
substrate, the segments configured to form a broken line between the logic circuit and 
the analog circuit, each of the segments being configured to connect to a circuit ground 
(claims 14-16).
